PLAGUE IN HONGKONG. 
a 

An exhaustive, learned, and unusually | 
interesting report has just been published in 
the .@fasefle bythe Acting Medical Officer 
of Health, Dr. Wilfred Wm. Pearse, ov the 
subject of the epidemic of plague in Hong- 
kong during 1904. Medical reports, as a 
tule, are only'read by the outside public— 
that is to say, those not in the proféssion— 
froma morbid desire to revel in the suffer | 
ings‘of others. ‘the report on the plague. 
however, is entirely destitute of those: fea- 
tures which might be expected to appeal to 
the unhealthy mind, and, -indeed, it deals 
with a. question which is of the greatest 
importance to every resident in the Colony. 
Year after year as the cold weather ceases | 
and the warm weather approaches, plague 
cases occur, and already .upwards of 
a hundred have. been reported since 
January this year, It is a noteworthy 
however, that.-the native inhabi- 
tants are less inclined now ty pet excited 
when plague “is reported’ than they 
were afew years ayo. Dr. -Pearse re: 


marks that in 1903 “when the epidemic 


was at its height there was almost a panic 
amongst the Chinese, and in’ consequence 
the exodus-from the Colony on the Jeast feel: 
‘ing of illness was very great.» In 1904, how: 
ever, that it, was remarkable how quietly 
the presence of the epidemic was viewed 
by the people, “One seldom, heard any 
native, in tgog, admitting that there was 
anything more than a trifling amount of 
plague in the Colony." "Altogether there 


.| were 472 cases in the "year under review, 
} comprising 470 Chinese and 2-Indians ; the 
“death rate amuunted to 457, or 6.8 per 


cent, as compared with 88.4 in the. previous 
year, ‘That represented a very high ‘morta: 
lity, the highest indeed with one exception— 
thatof igoz when the death rate from pla- 
gue was 97.5 of the cages—since 1894. 
Another curious feature is that, although 
the epidemic’ during 1902 and 1904 was 
milder than usual, the mortality: rates w&rc 
the highest recorded, in ten years, “After

The 
question of the dangers of overcrowding has

referred to again, “ There remains, however 
the question,of the clothing worn during the 
cold weather. It is the custom of the Chi- 
nese labouring classes to pawn their winter 


“clothing when the warm weather comes and 


to redeem it, on the approach of winter, 
‘These garments are often padded ‘with cot- 
ton wool and. are therefore. unwashable. 
‘They get very dirty and may well “enough 
afford shelter’ to fleas. That the flea may 
be concerned in the transmission -of plague 
isnot a new idea. Many workers have 
brought forward the theory .that fleas play 
‘an important part-in the transmission’ of 
plague” -In fact the question of cold 
weather- which leads the poorer classes -to 
tushy to the pawnshop for their winter clothes, 
which are probably ‘full of -fleas, and then

The final conclusion seems. to be 
that persons who live under the best sanitary 
conditions, keep their bodies clean, see.that 
thebr food is. thoroughly cooked, exterminate 
whatever rats there may be in their vicinity, 
and declare war upon vermin generally, such 
persons may walk in the full knowledge that 
only by some inscrulable decree: of pro- 
vidence can they become victims of plague. 

In fact, they may forget altogether that such 
a thing as plague exists,.Q.E.D. The -re- 
port ‘is a valuable contribution to.the:medi- 
cal references of the Colony, and is rendered 
additionally ample by the inclusion of a 
large number of charts and ‘diagrams. ‘The 
Acting Medical Officer of Health is to be 
congratulated on his production. - =

JAPANESE GOVERNMENT AND 
Wi EXPORT OF COAL. 
—_——— ‘ 
"ESS AGHRIES MARITIMES CONTRACT. 
- Since the Baltic: squadron made its appear- 
ance in the China Sea, there has been some 
apprehension among Japanese that the Rus- 
sian3 would indirectly receive supphes of 
Japanese coat from Japan. Such coal sold to 
foreigners and shipped to Hongkong, Singa- 


pore, and other ports of the China Sea might’ 


be supplied to the Baltic squadron,” while 
nothing could be done by the Jagroest au: 
thorities to prevent it, This was the general 
opinion, but the Japanese Government has 
‘now decided to investigate 
shipper, buyer and destination of coal export. 
ed from this country and to stop shipments the 
destination of which is thought to be inimical to 
the interests of Japan. These are announcedas 
extraordinary administrative measures in time of 
war. fn compliance with this decision the ship- 
mentof 4,cootons of Buzen lumpcoal, which was 
to be shipped by the Moji branch ofthe Midzu- 
shima Shoten, a coal firm in Sakaye-machi, 
Kobe, for Saigon, in contract with the. Messa- 
yeries Maritimes, has been stopped by the 
authorities. : 

According to the Osaka Mainichi, 10 which 
journal we are indebted for the above informa: 
tion, Midzushima Shotea had for.ten years 
held a contract with the M.M. Company for 
the supply of coal to its fleet, the, cual to be 
delivered at Hongkong, Singapore, Saigon, 
and Kobe. Last year the Mitsu Bishi Com- 
paoy supplied the coal required at Saigon, but 
this year the Midzushima Shoten was again 
successful in its tender. The quantity of coal 
10 be delivered at Saigon this year was 10,000 
tons, of which 4,500 tons were shipped on 
April 13th. Recently the Midzushima Shoten 
chartered the Britsh steamer /atasy, for 
shipment of coal from Moji to Saigon at $2.30 
gerton, ‘The steamer arrived at Moji_ on the 
3th instant, and the Midzushima Shotén ap- 
plied to the Moji Customs for permission to 
‘ship to Saigon 4,500 tons of the best Buzen 
lump coal in addition to 709 tons bunker coal 
for the steamer, Usually a permit is given at 
once, but this time it was delayéd and the 
shipper was told that in view of the present 
situation of affairs he had better apply <for 
permission to certain authorities. On the 14th 
instant application was made to the authorities, 
and on the following day the application was 
returned with a note to the effect that the ship- 
ment of coal bythe Hafawz would not be 
allowed, and that an explanation would be 
given on application to'the Homie Minister. A 
few minutes afterwards. the Moji Folice tele- 
phoned that the shipment ofcoal by the Aataxu 
should be postponed until further instructions 
from the Governor. The matter was communi- 
cated to the head office of the coal company at 
Kobe,and the loading ol the steamer stopped. 
Nothing being heard from the Governor, cn 
the afternoon of the s6th the Midzushima office 
at Moji telegraphed to the Governor asking for 
an explanation of the stoppage, and explaining 
that the detention of the steamer would result 
in heavy losses tothe firm. In about an hour 
a reply was received stating that the shipment 
was stopped in compliance with instructions of 
the Government. Thereupon, the Midzushima 
Shoten immediately gave notice to the M.M. 
Company and the master. of the Hutasu cane 
celling the contract and charter-party. The 


“contract entitled the firm to take this course if 
unable to fulfil ‘its agreement by vis major, \: 


such as the collapse of the colliery or the pro- 
hibition by the Cavernment of coal shipments. 

The Osaka journal adds that when the con- 
tract-was accepted towards the end of last year, 
the coal market was extremely depressed and 
the Midzushima firm entered into competition 
with the Mitsu Bishi, so that the contract was 
taken ata very low rate. ‘She contract works 
out at about Y1.so per tn below the price now 
ruling, and ifthe coal can be sold otherwise 
the Midzushima Shoten will, according to the. 
calculation of our contemporary, gain abrut 
Y¥ 10,009 by the Government's prohibition. 

We find upon’ making inquiry at the 
Kobe agency of the M. M, Company that 
the above account, while substantially correct, 
is inaccurate in some particulars. Io. the first 
place the Midzushima Shoten did not ship any 
coal on the 53th ult, as stated above, and no 
separate cargo of 4,500 tons was to be dispatch- 
ed, While the Maiase was loading. the com- 
pany were unable to obtain the usual clearance 
permit of the authorities, and in due course 
learned that the cargo could not be cleared. 
This will not seriously affect he M. M, Com- 
pany, as the coal supply at Saigon is ample: 
It is thought that the embargo of the Govern- 
ment will soon be removed.—Japan Chronicle.

been rightly stated, “challenges the greatest 
victories of Nelson, including Trafalpar.” That 
is the gist of the opinion.of the leading‘London 
dailies respecting the crushing defeat of the 
so-called Armada, and it is a verdict that will, 
of course, stand for all time. 

Assuming for the sake of argument~and 
Jor the sks of argument only—that Togo has 
been misinformed and that the Japanese did, in 
fact, lose more than three torptdo-boats; that 
‘two or three cruisers were sunk and that even 
a battleship was included in the “tosses,” what 
would that be in comparison with Russia's 
losses—material and moral? /nsignificant in 
the extreme, and, as you yourself put it, litthe 
short of miraculous, That the “international 
nuisances" have been’ disposed of in short 
order is beyond question, and there is therefore 
much cause for joy and rejoicing among those 
nations whose policy is directed towards the 
maintenance of peace and the expansion of 
legitimate commerce among all the peoples of 
the earth, ; 

if the defeated and now universally dis- 
creditéd Russians have not. been entirely 
unnerved by this last reeling blow. we should

The forty-ninth annual report of the missions 
to seamen bears testimony to the work so well 


dune by the “faithful chaplain " at Hongkong, 


wherethe opportunities on board ships have been 
specially great, owing tothe war in the Far East; 
so that the work has been much crippled by the 
continued vacancy in the Assistant Chaplaincy. 
Owing to the great demand for seam coal on 
the part of both combatants, a great number of 
steamers carrying European crews: passed 
through the’ port, so that the’ energies of the 
complete staff of two Chaplains would have 
been taxed to their full extent, As it was, not- 
withstanding the hurry and excitement of war, 
fifteen services were held afloat, with an aver- 
aye attendance of about thirty seamen; and 
more.than two thousand visits were paid the 
crews, often with short, pointed, personal talks 
about spiritual things, More receptions of the 


Holy Communion by seagoing men were 


recorded than for many years past” ‘The 
report refers to the greatly-felt» need of a 
new Seamen's Institute qn the more populous 
side of the.anchorage in the city of Victoria, 
and speaks of the temporary Institute which, 
as teaders will remember, was opened a few 
weeks since. .!'A'very blessed week of special 
mission services for sailors was originated on 
shore by two warrant officers of the Royal 
Navy at Hongkong,” says the report.“ They 
were gratefully encouraged and helped forward 
by aur Chaplains, who were themselves greatly 
cheered by. the fervent spirit displayed, and 
very cordially entered .into the project.
